Hans Schmetterling (the 
name means “butterfly” German) flits from flower 
flower sampling the pollen from this experience and 
that, and finding “metamorphosis” ends only 
affirmation existence, with art, love, and the beauty 
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nature the sole realities. Freudian would view 
Hans special subject for clinical study: unloved 
child and with Oedipal Hans sets out 
quest father; finds one Frantz who loves him 
physically well paternally; seeking become 
father himself, Hans frustrated his matriarch. 
mistress (Martha has had eight abortions), and 
left with imago, little Bernard, the offspring 
bats Pierre and Martha’s love also 
balistic—she devours him wholly (the death wish?), 
Most this Freudian symbolism conveyed the 
abstractionist art Hans’s performances which are 
parodies and dream allegories his public and private 
life. loss, however, explain this aspect 
the novel fully, for much “too profound for me.”

Sinclair, Andrew The Project 
Simon and Schuster. Sept. 12, 1960. 186p. 


Mr. Sinclair dedicates his novel “to all those political 
power the knowledge that, should they read these 
pages, they will ignore the moral”; terminates 
with the flamboyant flourish, “Harvard, 1959.” Com- 
pressed between this finger-waving dedication and the 
rah-rah ending, there story group scientists 
engaged building “the project,” the ultimate weapon 
that will guarantee the nation possessing the absolute 
power prevent any war. The scientists are well paid, 
their wives are mighty congenial and amorous, and 
things well while the Project the making. But 
the night before the test firing, their consciences 
begin emit faint rumblings the countdown 
proaches. 


The leader the Project muddled, addle-pated 
and dangerous egghead who believes that success wit 
the rocket will make him tin god, veritable super 
man; and expresses himself thus: 
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love those who provide with the weapons hate 
mankind. love persons for the first time since they are 
building that which will end love persons. man 
may murder all men, once they appoint him save them 
from murder.” 
Some eggheads are funny, others ludicrous; but not 
this one. just good and decides kill 
everyone the world. presses the button the 
end the book, too. 


The sexual intimacies detailed this novel will leave 
readers bug-eyed; and the story sprinkled with 
references religion some which are sophomoric, 
others just naughty. There slight touch bilious 
jaundiced spiritual motivation; but the superficial 
thinking the characters, well the warped and 
vicious thinking their leader, inadequate for the 
task handling the necessary moral issues involved 
the use abuse their terrifying missile destruction. 
Asking men such these tackle mighty moral issues 
like asking the champs play world 
with the Yankees. But that, possibly, 
the moral intended for the uncomprehending? so, 
implicitly libel many fine and conscientious 
scientists. 


The overall impression the book one disappoint- 
ment, however; and reader will have excused 
ifhe cannot find the precise moral the author intended 
impress. tragic that there are such ultimate 
weapons not only the realms possibility but 
stages actual planning; but even more tragic 
that, just possibly, men with cannibalistic moral codes 
may allowed anywhere near the buttons that will 
them for the destruction mankind. please, 
Senators, try keep dangerous eggheads away from 
those panic buttons!

Madeleine Austrian, beautiful, bored, neurotic, believ- 
ing that the meaning her life provide the spark 
for those who artistically create, seeks for something 
which forever eludes her. want love. Just like 
everybody else the whole damned world. And just 
like everybody don’t know what is. don’t know 
where comes from what means.”

may well be, that after season filled with exposés 
the theatrical art via the biographical route, and 
after the deserved success Act One and Mr. Hart, 
fictional work about theatre people can’t help but 
nondescript.

Deal, Borden Dragon’s Wine 
Scribner. August 26, 1960. 256p. $3.95. (IIb) 

When Eugene O’Neill sought Greek drama situa- 
tion portraying those perplexities human nature with 
which man every age contends, critics scoffed the 
experiment. Mourning Becomes Electra won critical 
acclaim was for reasons unconnected with its indebt- 
edness Greek tragedy. the end even O’Neill him- 
self deplored the experiment. generation, 
however, owing large measure modern man’s 
search for archetypes, O’Neill’s device has become 
hugely popular. result, modern playwright can 
come better recommended his audience than 
equiped with characters and plots adapted from classi- 
cal and biblical sources. The author Dragon’s Wine 
now invites consider novel which transfers, 
some detail, the plot Macbeth into modern con- 
text. Recalling the myopia O’Neill’s critics the re- 
viewer hesitates condemn the experiment out 
hand. is, fact, plausibly worked out. Yet the 
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question arises, modern man ready think the 
Macbeths archetypes? “Next Shakespeare 
created most,” says Balzac. Perhaps Shakespeare’s 
characters indeed mirror for all unpleasant as- 
pects ourselves, but, all the same, one senses 
Borden Deal’s treatment the Macbeth theme some- 
thing inherently false. The echoes the older story 
come through sounding not ominous but exhausted. 
One fears Borden Deal, borrowing from Shakespeare, 
invites comparison scarcely any writer, and certainly 
not Mr. Deal, could endure. Remote though they are, 
Shakespeare’s characters are infinitely more believable 
than Deal’s contemporaries. Shakespeare’s characters 
writhe their wrong-doing, Deal’s merely fester, and 
when they speak their lines participate the events 
that link them the they with self- 
consciousness, fated rehearsedness, that suggests noth- 
ing much amateurs tackling acting job that 
should have been left professionals. 


Borden Deal not much thinker, page here 
and there intercalary ruminating abundantly demon- 
strates. his best portraying action, (also, 
fact surely great interest the rural reader, 
very good pig lore). happens, the action scenes 
Dragon’s Wine are those which have the least 
with Macbeth, and one left with the impression 
that the author, introducing the Shakespeare mate- 
rial, has weighed himself down with unmanageable 
cargo superfluous gear. result, despite bristling 
action scenes, the story never fully gathers momentum.

Marshall, Edison Earth Giant 
Doubleday. Aug. 12,1960. 308p. $4.50. (III) 

Mr. Edison Marshall historical novelist consid- 
erable accomplishment. Earth Giant narrates the heroic 
deeds the mighty and fabulous Heracles, known 
the Roman myth Hercules. You will not always 
recognize the traditional hero Mr. Marshall’s version, 
however, makes use his right rework the 
fable and reconstruct the heroes and heroines his 
purposes demand. 


Earth Giant ascribes dozen labors the legendary 
Heracles, and each labor that the book describes threat- 
ens its narrative unity. Inevitably the book episodic, 
with only the central figure providing organization. 
There is, course, Heracles’ ever-present yearning 
discover the identity his father, and this leads 
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sort climax for the novel. For while knows that 
Alcmene was his mother, only the very last para. 
graphs the novel does the narrating Heracles 
that Achilles was his father. 


Ordinarily, Mr. Marshall assigns one Heracles’ battles 
chapter (after several opening pages describe the 
giant’s early years). Eurytus, King Orchomenus, 
claims many Heracles’ fellow countrymen slavery, 
postpones their sale deaths for specific periods 
determined Heracles’ success fulfilling his assign. 
ments. And these assignments comprise 
killing the Nemean lion, destroying the Lernaean 
Hydra, capturing the Erymanthian boar, scattering the 
Stymphalian birds, and clearing the Augean stables, 
some these undertakings, Heracles makes 
eries that originate Mr. Marshall’s imagination. That 
perfectly order, inasmuch Giant Earth purports 
fictionized biography. his foreword, the 
author explains that his Heracles originated his im- 
agination: “When details the legend conflicted with 
tale conceived it, tale had the right way. 
Fully half the legend preposterous, every high 
school student knows. Whatever the original story, its 
myriad retelling the folk long ago obliterated most 
its resemblance reality. tale narrates labors, 
adventures, and exploits that were humanly possible 
and which seemed sort that might have 
given the legend birth.” 


Heracles often more monster than human, and there 
are times when the reader finds exceedingly difficult 
sympathize with Mr. Marshall’s creature. Almost 
fill out his hero, the novelist provides Heracles with 
two adventurous companions, his brother Right Doer, 
the thinker, and his friend Actaeon, the hunter. Where 
craft and skill are necessary assistants incredible 
physical strength, Right Doer and Actaeon invariably 
join Heracles. 


less powerful than Heracles’ zest for battle his 
passion for beautiful women. And novelist Marshall 
provides many lustful occasions such the one entitled 
“Lascivious Interlude.” There the 
the archtype Greek maidens, whose body 
peatedly stirs Heracles’ lust and whose evil ultimately 
drives him kill her. There also Megara, the other 
daughter King Eurytus, who demonstrates her love 
for Heracles chapter called “The Pool Truth.” 
Megara later becomes his wife. 


his descriptions the giant’s sexual pleasures, Mr. 
Marshall spares detail. these passages, real- 
izes that the pagan Heracles hears Christian con 
science accusing him infidelity; yet Mr. Marshall 
also recognizes that satisfy his modern reader 
must finally return Heracles Megara. The gods 
Greek mythology bow the god conventional and 
happy ending. 


Adult readers who enjoy alternating chapters 
giant’s prowess super-human adventure and his 
vast appetite for sex, and who relish the fables 
Greek mythology, will find Earth

This first novel, and Mr. Wallant gives every indi- 
cation knowing his business, for The Human Season 
beautifully written, technically sound. great 
pity that his theology and sense spiritual values are 
not equally sound. 


When Joe Berman’s wife dies 1956, he, who had 
devout, practising member the Jewish faith, 
turns agony and hate against the God “who permits 
things happen.” his efforts find 
answer goes back through the past his boyhood 
Russia, his early years the United States 
laborer, his courtship, the happy days his almost 
idyllic marriage. answer forthcoming, and 
then realizes that only the present the answer 
the problem pain and suffering found.

analysis (the first this reviewer has ever seen) 
the soporific, almost hypnotic, effects television. 


One regrets that the author has found necessary 
describe the physical aspects love such concrete 
detail, and make use frequently blasphemy, 
little these elements the narrative contribute 
the artistic integrity what is, the whole, novel 
great charm. 

Discriminating adults will find The Human Season 
more than passing interest; and special word praise 
must given for the novelist’s masterly handling 
his chronology, through which are moved back step 
step into the past, and the same time move slowly 
forward, alternate passages, into the future: tricky 
business which Wallant skillfully exploitts the very

More long short-story than novel, The Gold- 
Rimmed Spectacles literary cameo exquisitely 
carved the sure hand artist.

The implication that 
seventeenth-century Spain had not single instance 
the Organization Man. the other hand, the Cap- 
tain’s one passing good quality, the fact that in- 
stinctively classified and evaluated new idea sensa- 
tion according pre-established set values, can 
certainly not imputed only seventeenth-century 
Spanish Cavaliers. 

sum, this oddly amusing novel turns out

Gallico, Paul The Hurricane Story 
Doubleday. Sept. 165p. $3.95

victory the Battle Britain 1940-1941. That the 
Hawker Hurricane was adopted early 1935 and 
put into mass production that 1939 several squad- 
rons were equipped with these planes and their pilots 
meticulously trained others familiar with the early 
models, (constantly improved), largely responsible for 
its success. could fly over 400 m.p.h. and carried 
eight machine guns the leading edge its single 
wing. also proved completely maneuverable 
and its pilots came have such implicit confidence 
its performance power that they often 
lessly daring. But even the Hurricane became obsolete 
and the last these doughty machines flew 1945, 
replaced faster jets and turbo-jets. Mr. Gallico 
makes this story fascinating reading and there are many 
photographic illustrations.

justly attacked the author making unfair de- 
mands willing and sympathetic audience. The 
reader should also remember that this was younger 
Agee; was only the time; but even that age 
was imbued with the extraordinary worth, beauty, 
and dignity all being and especially with the grandeur 
and glory every human being. that had not been 
present along with deep humility and reverence, this 
book would have had little worth. is, the rhetoric 
often tedious and the overlong sentences, difficult 
comprehend without second third reading. 


But, even when Agee only giving inventory 
possessions, can stir the emotions with “the tears 
things.” has great deal say about journalism, 
art, naturalism, education, beauty, symmetry, and other 
things, most what says being highly individual 
and controversial. not book meant for everyone. 
Considerable demands are made the reader’s intel- 
ligence, patience and sympathy. Those who are willing 
meet these demands and read slowly, (and, often, 
the author suggests, aloud), will find here rich 
treasure, not the least which deeper understand- 
ing the glory being human.

Edmond Goncourt, then forty-nine, quoted 
looks back upon his youth. was time hardship

incipient tyrants imposes the cowardly spirit men- 
penniless lawyer’s clerk, condemned sordid love affairs, 
ill ease among companions and friends low, vulgar, 
bourgeois mentality, who understood nothing the aspira- 
tions toward art and literature that tormented me.

all this, however, this new study Jules and 
Edmond Goncourt, (although not the nobility, 
they clung “passionately” their prefix), have but 
tantalizing hints such the above. Lacking unifying 
point view and being reportorial rather than inter- 
pretive, this work concerned more with what the two 
brothers than why; more with their adult life than 
their youth. The most vivid and interesting passages 
come usually from the Journal, that prodigious 
work kept from 1851 1896 whose publication 
eleven volumes during the stirred new criti- 
cism the brothers.

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This not say that Billy’s new biography, (trans- 
lated Margaret Shaw), lacks interest. Considering 
the nature its subjects and the vigor the age 
which they lived—a vigor seen especially its literary 
quarrels—it could hardly have been without interest. 
But too often feel that are being carried along 
the wave literary history without really knowing 
what underlies it; understand the brothers Goncourt 
less well than might. reading the Journal, 
even abridgement, would excellent correlative 
the reading this biography, aid under- 
standing the pair.

Next Gustave Flaubert perhaps the most important 
early realists nineteenth-century France, the Gon- 
court brothers and their writings were subjects attack 
both Church and State. One play theirs, Hen- 
riette Maréchal, provoked politically inspired riots; an- 
other, Fille Elisa, shocked its “immoral” subject- 
matter. The novels the two also met censorship 
and controversy for their forthrightness dealing with 
subjects then alien literature. “One day,’” Jules 
told his brother, ‘[people] will have recognize that 
wrote Germinie Lacerteux, and that Germinie 
Lacerteux the standard work that has served 
model for everything that has been cooked since 
the name realism, naturalism, etc.’” Only slightly 
less did they value their influence their age in- 
ducing taste for eighteenth-century art and furniture 
and for Japanese art. 

Perhaps the most remarkable features about the Gon- 
courts were their closeness and, allied this, unity 
purpose which made them superb collaborators. Yet 
when Jules died, 1870, (from syphilis contracted 
twenty years before), his older brother, though deeply 
grieved, went new literary successes for the next 
twenty-five years. Collaboration was not essential. 
the chapter titled “Self-Portraits” the two brothers ap- 
praise themselves and each other, and their biographer 
comments upon their appraisals. Their persistent be- 
lief general hostility toward them “had patho- 
logical origin,” are told; yet the fact hostility 
seems adequately demonstrated. natural 
misogeny, combined with interdependence and dis- 
illusioning discovery concerning woman they had re- 
spected, seems have prevented removed any desire 
for marriage. Their lives showed little inclina- 
tion toward religion. They lived for their art. 

Early their adult lives the two formed friendships 
“with backstage cafe companions”; 1862 they first 
met the Princess Mathilde, “whose company was 
transform their lives” they rose “in the hierarchy 
literature and society.” And, indeed, after this date 
find increasingly the names Zola, Flaubert, 
Daudet, Maupassant, Turgenev and other literary greats 
nineteenth-century Europe. Their belief 
own talent was rewarded last the belief others 
whose opinions they valued.

For the most part, both French and Spanish fought 
bravely and well, but their ships that took part the 
action were poorly handled the initial stages, 
mitting the British early advantage that could not 
overcome. Instead maneuvering rake or, the 
very least, decisively engage the approaching British, 
the French and Spanish ships allowed themselves 
raked time and again with devastating effect. And,

Day. Sept. 11, 1960. 373p. $5.75. (I) 

The “proudest day” referred the title Septem- 
ber 11, 1814, the day which the American fleet 
decisively defeated the British near Plattsburgh. The 
book itself relates the happenings Lake Champlain 
from the time that Lieut. Thomas Macdonough took 
charge the naval forces until that glorious day. 
the author points out, with appropriate quotations 
naval authorities including Winston Churchill, 
this was the most important naval engagement for the 
United States until World War II. the British had 
won, the way was open for them invade the 
along the shores the lake and down the Hudson 
far New York City. After Napoleon’s defeat, the 
British had the ships and the men; but the will 
conquer the stubborn and now united resistance the 
American forces was longer there. 


Macdonough’s task was not easy. When took 
charge, his fleet consisted six boats, not all navigable, 
twenty-two seamen, master’s mate, and two officers. 
The men had find lodgings where they could; what 
was worse, most the vessels were Army property and 
the Army was reluctant have the Navy function 
unit. The Army officers were, except for 
the last, all much older than Macdonough and con- 
siderably outranked him. But with the support the 
succeeding Secretaries the Navy Macdonough made 
sure that the Navy would its own job its own 
terms. Time after time, the various Army commanders 
tried get Macdonough perform impossible feats 
with inadequate forces, that they could invade 
Canada and get some the glory that come from 
successful operation. once were Macdonough’s 
forces inveigled into trap and then the lieutenant 
charge exceeded his instructions. The two ships cap- 
tured the British that day were important part 
the later invasion. Macdonough had long fore- 
seen, the British, who had been defeated Harrison 
and Perry and driven back Niagara, were bound 
make major effort invade from Montreal down 
Lake Champlain. drove his men and, with the 
valiant efforts the Brown brothers, Adam and Noah, 
had his ships ready meet the enemy the time 
and the place his own choosing. September 11, 
1814, the two fleets met battle fierce that one 
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old sailor who had been Trafalgar declared that that 
was “but flea’s bite this.” the battle’s end, not 
single enemy vessel remained contend the ascend- 
ancy the Americans Lake Champlain. Mac- 
donough received many honors but was forced ill 
health relinquish his command.

The genius great men has been memorialized 
stone, bronze, poetry, novels, memoirs and 
historical works. The great Russian Emperor Peter 
has also intrigued many writers: Pushkin immortalized 
him the epic “The Bronze Horseman.” This statue 
erected the banks the Neva River faces west to- 
ward the sea where lay all Peter’s dreams, one mute 
but compelling witness his many feats and accom- 
plishments. 


Rarely Russian, perhaps even world historiography 
has there been subject whose historical personality, 
life and activity were open such varied interpre- 
tations the personality and life Peter the Great. 
For some was the transformer Russia, the founder 
her power and greatness; others see him only 
despot, unbalanced ruler, cruel and diabolic 
nature. 


The former State Counsellor Golovkin, the writers 
Lomonosov and Derzhavin, the

and Chernyshevsky, and even Soviet historical litera- 
ture depict Peter and his reforms positive both 
progressive and historical sense.

Quentin Known But God 
Day. Sept. 7,1960. 255p., photogs. $3.95. 

“Here lies honored glory American soldier known 
but God” reads the inscription the most famous 
memorial America. The author investigates care- 
ful detail the history Arlington Cemetery, the Tomb 
and amphitheater, the scrupulously anonymous selec- 
tion Unknowns represent the dead three wars, 
the ceremonies attending the choice and burial, and 
the guards who watch over the scene hours the 
day. Three short stories are interspersed, involving 
many fictitious servicemen and depicting what Mr. Rey- 
nolds feels may the character and spirit the 
American combatman. These are all from different 
social levels, locations and homes, and they are repre- 
sented dying different lands. Irish-Catholic Danny 
Cannon, Jr., who was the son successful Brooklyn 
lawyer, died with over half the First Battalion 
the 77th Division when their own batteries pinned them 
down the Argonne Forest. Master Sergeant Stephen 
Maire had been Wisconsin woods guide. 
bombardier B-17, was downed near Rabaul, 
hidden and nursed back health Seventh-Day 
Adventist native, joined secret Chinese forces, and was 
killed trying rescue imprisoned American flyers 
whom the Japanese planned execute before with- 
drawal from New Britain. was the hope com- 
pensating for his father’s and grandfather’s having sat 
out the wars their times that Jefferson Perry Leigh, 
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wealthy and promising medical student, became 
medical corpsman the Marines. Although had 
never been operating room, performed near- 
miracle operation injured Marine battle. His 
patient was the only man left alive when North Korean 
planes wiped out his platoon. The stories are taut and 
real. They differentiate successfully the periods, geo- 
graphical backgrounds and individuals each hypothe- 
sizes, and they give colorful picture the fighting 
man’s experience, well. probable that adoles- 
cents will enjoy them more than the factual material 
about the Unknowns, though their elders will judge 
that phase the book the more engrossing part. Both 
age-groups will come away from with more com- 
plete gratitude the men who have fought our wars.
